Pay Increases Restored 
For All Except Officers 


Commissioned officers of the six ser- 
vices under the Pay Adjustment Act of 
1922 are the only persons denied com- 
plete relief from the ban on automatic 
pay increases under the terms of Inde- 
pendent Offices bill as reported by the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations, 

Warrant oflicers, enlisted men and 
nurses of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard, Foreign Service per- 
sonnel, Postoflice clerks, District of Co- 
lumbia teachers, policemen and firemen 
and all other groups of Government em- 
ployees who have been denied automatic 
increases under Section 201 of the Econ- 


omy Act, will have thelr longevity in- 
creases restored on July 1 according to 
the bill as it will be voted on by the 
Senate on Monday or Tuesday. Com- 
missioned officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Const and 
Geodetic Survey and the Public Health 
Service will be allowed pay period in- 
creases next fiscal year but not their 


“fogies.” 

The Independent Offices appropriation 
bill which carries the economy provi- 
sions is now being considered by the 
Senate. It was reported by the Appr'o- 
priations Committee early in the week 
and taken up on Thursday. The non- 
controversial regular appropriations 
were disposed of quickly that afternoon 
and following an agreement reached to 
consider the economy features on Mon- 
day, the Senate adjourned over the 
week-end. 

As reported by the Senate Committee, 


the bill provides for a restoration of 
five per cent of the pay cut effective 
Feb. 1, 1934, five per cent additional on 
July 1, 19384, with authority in the 


President to wipe it out altogether if 
living costs rise to the 1928 level, This 
restoration applies not only to pay, but 
also to rental, subsistence and other al- 
lowances. 

When the Senate begins consideration 
of the measure on Monday a determined 
fight will be launched by opponents of 
the pay cut, with a view to immediate

Plans For The Air Corps 

Rtepresentative John J. MeSwain, 
chairman of the House Military Com- 
mittee, this week introduced another bill 
“to increase the efficiency of the Air 
Corps,’ which goes even further than 
his previous measures now before his 
committee. 

His new bill would provide for the 
immediate suspension of all promotions 
and appointments in the rest of the Army 
until the Air Corps, on a separate pro- 
motion list, reaches the total strength 
and the strengths in grade specified in 
his bill. Should the bill go into effect 
this year it would mean that normal 
promotions for the other Arms of the 
Army could not be resumed until after 
1937. 

The bill would mean that there could 
be no more line major general until the 
Air Corps gets a total of three, which 
can not be expected until 1936, The Air 
Corps would get its 7 brigadier generals 
in 1935, after which the rest of the Army 
could resume its appointments in that 
grade. Promotion in the other grades 
could be resumed as follows (being the 
years in which the Air Corps would 
probably achieve the objective set for 
those grades in the bill): Colonels, 
1935: Heutenant colonels 1935; majors, 
1937; captains, 1937, and first und sec- 
ond tieutenants, 1937. 

At a meeting of the committee this 
week, Mr. McSwain announced that 
he has no “pride of authorship” in the 
bills being introduced by him but that 
he merely wants to get the subject be- 
fore the committee which he expects 
then to draft a final bill of its own. 
lor this purpose he referred all the 
bills to subcommittee No. 3, which is 
charged with “all questions relating to 
military aviation, all questions relating 
to the general subjects of appointments, 
promotion, and retirement of individuals 
in the military service.” 

Members of this subcommittee are: 
Representatives Rogers, Hill, Montet, 
Harter, James, Cochran, Goss and Kvale. 

In explaining his purposes to the 
House of Representatives this week, Mr. 
McSwain said: 

“I have in mind a threefold plan of 
developing air power. This is because | 
am fully convinced that the most effec- 
tive and most economical means of de- 
fending the Nation against invasion by 
any foreign foe is air power. I know 
that we must have a Navy and that we 
must have an Army of ground troops, 
but if we have sufficient strength in air 
power we may never actually have to 
use the Navy or the ground Army. 

“In other words, adequate preparation 
in air power will mean the discourage- 
ment of war by any possible enemy and 


this will mean the promotion of peace. 

“Under modern scientific conditions, it 
is manifest that the most powerful 
factor in any future war, and especially 
in its earlier stages, will be air power. 
With sufficient air strength we can pre- 
vent the landing of troops seeking to in- 
vade our Nation. Our air force, operat- 
ing in conjunction with the Navy, can 
surely prevent foreign troops from land- 
ing. However, as extra and abundant 
precaution, we should preserve our coast 
defenses as they now are and keep an 
adequate ground Army which can be 
readily expanded and enlarged to safe 
proportions, so that no other nation will 
uttack us. We hope never to be drawn 
awuy from the American continent in 
the conduct of any future war. We are 
relinquishing our sovereignty in the 
Philippine Islands.”

Deny Pay To Discharged Ensign 


An ensign of the Navy whose commis- 


sion is revoked because of misconduct 
is not entitled upon discharge to one 
year’s pay or any part thereof, the 


Comptroller General ruled this week. 
Under. the provisions of the Act. of 
May 6, 1982, ensigns are given commis- 
sions which are revokable at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Navy 
for a period of two years. The Act 








authorized the payment of one year’s pay 
upon discharge to an ensign whose com- 
mission was revoked, and in issuing 
regulations carrying out the Act, the 
Navy Department provided that an off- 
cer whose commission was revoked for 
misconduct was not entitled to the 
gratuity. 

The contention was made by the offi- 
cer discharged, that as he had not been 
court-martialed for the alleged miscon- 


duct, he should be allowed the year's 
pay. The Navy Department held that 
the officer had admitted the miscon- 
duct alleged, that he would have been 
court-martialed for the offense had he 
been holding a permanent commission, 
that the circumstances would involve 


dismissal and that the revocation of the 
officer’s commission was therefore a con 
cession. On consideration of the facts, 
the Comptroller denied the claim,

Modernization of the Army 

(The following article was prepared 
by the Chief of Staff at the request of 
the Universal Service, one of the services 
of Mr. William Randolph Hearst for pub- 
lication in connection with National De- 
fense Weck, Feb. 12-22.)

Chief of Staff, USA 


The amended National Defense Act of 
1920 is the charter of the American mili- 
tary system. It authorizes and prescribes 
an organization for land defense, but is 
not so inflexible in its provisions as to 
prohibit organizational changes born of 
evolving tactical doctrine. Although no 
other peace-time period of equal length 
in all history has been so productive as 
has the past decade in developments af- 
fecting the soldier’s profession, the es- 
sential features of the Act itself are as 
applicable and appropriate today as they 
were when written. 

Very naturally the plans developed 
during the early post-war years for the 
execution of the Act reflected the strong 
influence of the peculiar and trying ex- 
periences through which the nation had 
just passed. From beginning to end of 
the World War each side was constantly 
demanding more and more men on the 
fighting line as a prerequisite to vic- 
tory. The obvious lesson seemed to be 
that an acceptable defense system should 
provide, almost simultaneously with the 
beginning of an emergency, an army of 
tremendous proportions. As a _ conse- 
quence, the corner-stone of War Depart- 
ment doctrine was a general mobiliza- 
tion plan, devised to put millions of men 
into uniform with a minimum of delay, 
organized and equipped in the World 
War pattern. 

But continued study and _ reflection 
made evident the improbability of du- 
plicating suddenly the general conditions 
of the World War conflict. There was 
dearly recognized too the modifying in- 
fluences of our national strategic situa- 
tion on a doctrine of defense based ex- 
dusively upon hasty assembly of poorly 
trained masses. These considerations, 
coupled with a bewildering speed of de- 
Yelopment in the efficiency of modern 
Weapons and transport equipment, have 
served to revive a confidence in the ef- 
ftacy of relatively small but highly 
skilled forces. For some years the Gen- 
eral Staff has been insisting that our 
most urgent need in emergency, particu-

"Xperience and opportunity to carry out 
the great amount of experiment and de- 
Yelopment in materiel, training and or- 
sinization that is indicated. These lat- 

i in view of their limited training op- 
Portunities, must have a considerable de- 
see of stability in organization and 
"taining methods. Otherwise nothing 

t unutterable confusion would result. 
ut for the force engaged in exploit- 
the continuing improvements that 

has to offer the soldier, there can 
20 such thing as stability in organiza- 





tion or method. To illustrate: Speedy 
units must be small, fot the difficulties 
of transporting an army increase at least 
as rapidly as the square of its numerical 
strength. We must find, not how large 
we can make a company or a battalion 
and still control it with available meth- 
ods, but how small we can make it and 
still give its commander all the combat 
power he can handle effectively. 

Not only are Regular Army units, be- 
cause of training opportunities, the only 
ones capable of acting as the model in 
this transformation, but the element of 
cost requires concentration of effort. 
Modern weapons are expensive, particu- 
larly such engines of destruction as ma- 
chine guns, automatic rifles, rapid-fire 
cannon and above all, tanks, combat cars 
and airplanes. To scatter throughout the 
whole military establishment the limited 
resources now available, and that can 
reasonably be expected to become avail- 
able in the future, would leave us with 
a group of partially prepared organiza- 
tions, and with none ready for imme- 
diate action. This fundamental error 
must be avoided. 

The War Department is not blind to 
the new difficulties imposed by adherence 
to the doctrines just briefly outlined. 
One of these is the intensified training 
problem presented in emergency, for 
training and skill increase in importance 
directly with the power and speed of 
weapons. Only through keeping all 
echelons at the highest possible state of 
efficiency can we hope to overcome this 
difficulty. Then too, the procurement 
problem will present new complications 
because of the intricate types of weapons 
and equipment required. 

Difficulties of the present are no less 
important. Development of a reasonably 
sized force in the Regular Army of 
maximum combat efficiency presupposes 
a sufficiency of appropriations to obtain 
essential equipment. It assumes also an 
ability to set aside the necessary num- 
ber of officers and men for the all-im- 
portant task of perfecting themselves in 
combat duties. An immediate increase 
of about 33% in the enlisted strength 
of the Regular Army is required. This 
would permit us to strengthen garrisons 
in foreign possessions, carry out the in- 


structional, training and vitally im- 
portant overhead duties for which the 
professional force must remain respon- 


sible, and still provide a highly trained 
and well organized force for every type 
of emergency. Other requirements must 
be satisfied, 

Above all else the force must be a 
balanced one, including, besides all com- 
bat elements, strong and highly efficient 
maintenance and supply establishments. 
The whole must be directly responsive to 
the will of a single commander. 

This program is of the very warp and 
woof of the National Defense Act. It 





depends upon the inviolability of the 
civilian-professional system therein de- | 
vised, but places an additional burden 
of responsibility upon the professional 
element. Its purpose is perfection of de- | 


fense—it simply insists upon speed, 
promptness, and quality, rather than | 
upon mere numbers in meeting atéacks | 
from any quarter. With its accomplish- 
ment our Regular Army will be a true | 
covering force, behind which, in emer- | 


gency, Reserve officers can move to their 
appointed posts throughout the military 
establishment, and National Guard divi- | 
sions can gain that additional proficiency 
in the ever-changing science of war, and 
acquire the additional strength in men 
and modern equipment essential to their 
successful employment.

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Would Reverse Class B Action 

The retirement of Maj. Wilbur Rogers, 
USA-Ret., in Class B in 1921 would be 
nullified under the provisions of a Dill 
passed by the House, Feb. 8.

I do not believe any thinking Member 
of the House would deny him this rela- 
tively small benefit and this belated cor- 
rection of a clear injustice.”

Seek Open Bidding on Aircraft 


Legislation requiring the War Depart- 
ment to buy airplanes under competitive 
bidding except in exceptional cases, will 
be sought by the House Military Affairs 
Committee as a result of its investiga- 
tion into aircraft purchases, Represen- 
tative J. J. McSwain, chairman of the 
committee, told the JourNnaL this week. 


“It was never the intention of Congress 
for the Army to buy planes under pro- 
prietary contracts as a general thing,” 
Chairman McSwain declared. “The 
1926 Procurement Act contemplated pur- 
chase of aircraft by competitive bid ex- 
cept in case of experimental craft. Sec- 
tion 10k of that Act, which permits pur- 
chase by negotiated sale, was never in- 
tended for general use. It was to be 
the exception rather than the rule, as 
the report of the Military Affairs on the 
measure clearly shows.” 


According to the testimony before the 
committee in the investigation into air- 
craft purchases, all planes bought by the 
Army Air Corps since the 1926 Act have 
teen procured under proprietary con- 
tracts. Under these contracts, the War 
Department negotiates directly with a 
particular manufacturer for an order of 
planes of a particular type, without per- 
mitting the industry at large to bid for 
the order. The planes to be bought with 
the $7,500,000 allotted to the Air Corps 
by the PWA last Fall, however, were 
thrown open to competitive bid. Speci- 
fications were issued some time ago and 
the bids submitted are now undergoing 
study. This procedure, however, met 
with opposition in the Air Corps, for in 
order to induce a number of firms to 
bid, the specifications call for lower re- 
quirements than they desire. Brig. Gen. 
H. Conger Pratt, assistant chief of Air 
Corps, in charge of procurement, has 
intimated to the committee that all of 
the bids may be thrown out. 


Representative McSwain states that 
he favors purchase of planes by compe- 
titive bidding, but placing high require- 
ments in the specifications. Air Corps 
officers contend that this would be little 
different from negotiated sale, as the 
specifications would rule out all but one 
bidaer. 


Protest against the present system 
was voiced this week by one of the “in. 
dependent” aircraft manufacturers who 
do not get any Government contracts as 
a result of the proprietary buying. 
Capt. James V. Martin, of the Martin 
Aircraft Co. of New Jersey, made sensa- 
tional charges of the existence of an 
“air trust,” which he declared “com- 
pletely dominated” the procurement of 
Army and Navy airplanes. 

Captain Martin told the committee 
that he had been an officer of the Navy 
during the World War and said that he 
had been “let out,” his request for a 
court-martial being repeatedly denied. 
He described himself as “an early pio- 
neer of flight,” stating that he had been 
taught to fly by Herron, Langley’s chief 
engineer, that he had built airplanes as 
early as 1908 and 1909, and had been 
the first man to fly an airplane over 
London.

CHEVROLET “1934 
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Cut Air Overhaul Costs 


As a result of a new aircraft overhaul 
cost accounting system installed by the 
Bureau of Aeronautics about eighteen 
months ago, the time and cost of over- 
hauling Navy airplanes and engines has 
been reduced more than fifty per cent. 


In announcing the achievement, the 
Bureau of Aeronautics points out that 
the curtailment of the length of airplane 
overhaul serves to make more planes 
available and in effect amounts to an 
increase in the naval air strength. 


The most notable reduction in over- 
haul cost, according the current Aero- 
nautics Bulletin, is at the San Diego 
Naval Air Station. A comparison of the 
month of November in 1932 and the same 
period in 10933, shows that the shops at 
San Diego overhauled 15 engines in No- 
vember, 1932, while a year later 40 
engines were turned out. The overhaul 
cost of each engine amounted to $739 a 
year ago, while this figure has been 
+ down to but $264, a saving of 

75. 


“There were savings in like degree on 
other types of engines,” states the Bul- 
letin. “Material savings are due in part 
to the procurement of modern overhaul 
machinery, the need for which became 
apparent when overhaul costs were 
known. Two years ago we used to dis- 
card from $400 to $500 worth of slightly 
oversize and out of round cylinders per 
engine overhaul. Nearly all of those 
cylinders are pow being salvaged by 
means of cylinder hones which paid for 
themselves in a few months. 


“Savings are possible and are being 
made in other respects than merely in 
the cost of overhaul. We have become 
used in Naval Aviation to seeing our 
fighter-observer-scout types of airplanes 
remain in the overhaul shops for three 
or four wonths at some plants, and other 
types for much longer periods. There is 
no need for planes of this type to re- 
main in process longer than two months, 
and it has recently been demonstrated 
that a thoroughgoing overhaul can be 
performed in six weeks. This is im- 
portant, because it means that when it 
has become standard practice, fewer 
total planes will be needed to keep a 
given number of squadrons in full com- 
mission. The effect will be the same as 
if naval aviation had acquired addi- 
tional planes. In the same way, engine 
overhaul which used to require from two 
to three months at some plants is being 
reduced to about three weeks at several 
plants, and that wiil make it possible to 
do just as much flying in the future with 
fewer total engines.”

Actual Manufacturers of Gold Lace 
and United States Navy Equipments, 
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Pay on Foreign Stations 


The House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs this week reported out the Admin- 
istration bill to reimburse Government 
personnel in foreign countries for losses 
suffered from the depreciation of the 
dollar abroad. 

Rear Adm. C. C. Bloch, USN, Navy 
Department budget officer, testified as to 
the effect of the departure from the gold 
standard upon naval personnel in China 
and at embassies. He followed Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Carr, who ex- 
plained the bill generally. 

The bill, “HR 7808, simply authorizes 
appropriations for the President to re- 
imburse losses to Government personnel 
under regulations to be drafted by the 
Chief Executive. One feature of the 
bill provides that the individuals whose 
pay in dollars is increased in order that 
their salary may be adequate in the 
terms of the money of the country in 
which serving, shall pay taxes on the 
basis of the old rate of pay. 


There was some discussion during the 
committee hearings as to providing that 
personnel authorized to receive the ad- 
ditional pay must be “on duty” in the 
foreign country. Secretary Carr testi- 
fled that this specifically had been left 
out to keep the Comptroller General 
from ruling that a person on leave could 
not receive the additional compensation. 

Admiral Bloch told the committee that 
some 3,000 officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps would be 
affected by the bill, including naval at- 
taches, Navy and Marine officers and 
men officers on shore in China, and 
personnel of the South China Patrol 
and Yangtze River Patrol. 

“The Navy Department’s intention is 
to see that its personnel in foreign ser- 
vice, in foreign countries, is protected to 
the extent that they can support them- 
selves and their families properly, and 
as they should and have in the past,” 
declared Admiral Bloch. “It is merely 
to pay these people their salaries in for- 
eign currency, no matter what the cur- 
rency cost American dollars. We have 
a good many complaints from the place 
where our people are stationed.” 

Admiral Bloch revealed that the Navy 
Department had endeavored to withdraw 
some or all of the personnel in China 
as one means of the relieving them from 
the situation created. 

“We thought that if they were having 
such a hard time as they telegraphed to 
us and wrote to us, one of our solutions 
was to bring them back home. So no 
longer than two weeks ago, we sent a 
dispatch to our Commander-in-Chief in 
China and told him, that due to the 
great difficulty that existed because of 
the rates of foreign exchange, and the 
hardships, we suggested the possibility 
of removing or reducing the troops on 
duty in there. Of course, the Comman- 
der-in-Chief is merely an arm of the 
National policy and he immediately com- 
municated with the American minister 
at Peiping and the American minister in 
Peiping is unwilling to have any of 
them removed.” 

The report of the Committee on the 
bill states: 

“The purpose of this bill is to authorize 
appropriations, if necessary, to meet losses 
sustained on and after July 15, 1933, by 
officers and employees of the United States 
in foreign countries due to the appreciation 
of foreign currencies in their relation to 
the American dollar. In other words, to 
enable our employees in foreign countries to

receive in value such salary as was intended 
by Congress to purchase. Since our Gov- 
ernment has gone off the gold standard for- 
eign currencies have appreciated so much in 
value that our officers and employees in 
foreign countries have suffered losses in 
many instances of 40 to 50 per cent of the 
amount intended for them. This bill does 
not in any wise affect the Economy Bill rela- 
tive to the reduction of salaries, but merely 
authorizes appropriations to be made to 
take care of the losses caused by the ap- 
preciation of foreign currencies relative to 
the American dollar. In some of the foreign 
countries, since July 15, 1933, our President 
through the shipment of gold abroad and 
the conversion of salary checks and drafts 
of officers and employees abroad at approx!i- 
mately mint par, sought to remedy the situ- 
ation, but the revaluation of the dollar on 
Jan. 31, 1934, has made that impracticable. 
Consequently this authorization for appro- 
priations now asked for is very necessary. 
This bill is made retroactive to July 15, 
1933, for the purpose of authorizing ap- 
propriations to be made to pay officers and 
employees of the United States in foreign 
‘countries, where losses were cnused by the 
rates of exchange and where it has not been 
met by the shipment of gold abroad as 
heretofore stated. 

“The condition is very serious and de- 
mands immediate legislation * * *” 





Navy Legislative Priority List 

The Navy Department this week sub- 
mitted to Congress a priority list giving 
legislation considered most necessary to 
the well-being of the naval establish- 
ment. 

Construction of naval vessels provided 
in the Vinson bill. HR 6604 was placed 
at the head of the list submitted by 
acting secretary of the Navy Henry L. 
Roosevelt. The bill, HR 7582, to re- 
peal provisions of law placing a statu- 
tory limit of cost on overhauls on capi- 
tal ships was No. 2 on the list, followed 
by the Marine Corps personnel bill, HR 
6803. The list was divided into two 
parts, one part being designated “Items 
of Essential Legislation”, the other 
“Ttems of Desirable Legislation.” 

Nine public bills and 14 private bills 
were placed on the “essential” list, while 
the “desirable” list included 18 public 
measures, the first of which is not re- 
vealed. In submitting the lists, Acting 
Secretary Roosevelt declared: 

“For the information of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, I have the honor to 
submit two enclosed lists of legislation 
which the Navy Department has recom- 
mended or contemplates recommending 
for enactment during the second session 
of Seventy-Third Congress. These lists 
are arranged in the order of priority 
as determined by the Navy Department 
under the headings ‘Essential Legisla- 
tion’ and ‘Desirable Legislation’ ”. 

Other bills on the “essential” list 
were: No. 4 HR 6789, which would per- 
mit the employment of retired officers 
by companies furnishing naval supplies 
or war material to the Government: No. 
5. HR 6801, the oil reserves bill; No. 6, 
a bill to authorize the President to take 
over any merchant vessel when a nation- 
al emergency is imminent;, No. 7, a bill 
to be submitted amending the Naval Re- 
serve Act of Feb. 28, 1925: No. 8. AR 
6798, to authorize the exchange of lands 
at Quantico, Va.; No. 9, to exchange 
certain lands with the State of Utah. 

The private bills in the “essential” 
group, in the order listed, are for: the 
reimbursement of enlisted men who lost 
property in a fire at Hampton Roads, 
Va.

TO THE CHIEF OF STAFF AND TO THH Air Corps, burdened with the 
brunt of the work of carrying the mail, just another emergency has arisen, an 
emergency outside of its mission but nevertheless one which comes within the 
scope of its preparation. The difficulties inseparable from the new duty will be 
overcome. Lack of proper equipment will be ingeniously met should the com- 
panies whose contracts were cancelled refuse to permit use of their facilities. We 
can imagine the reply which General MacArthur made to the President when 
directed to fly the mails. “It will be done, Mr. President.” It was an assurance 
based upon the faith the Chief of Staff has in the personnel of the Air Corps, faith 
in its ability, as a result of innumerable hours in the air, to fly by day or night, 
in clear or foggy weather, over routes familiar and unfamiliar. 

But while the Air Corps will do the job, and do it well, let no one believe that 
it sought it or wants it or desires to continue to service the mail routes. As part 
of the Army and of National Defense, the Air Corps has a specific role to play. 
It must not be diverted from that role or from the intensive preparations and 
training it is constantly making in order to perform it. Moreover, national in- 
terests would suffer, not only from the economic, commercial and cultural point of 
view, including halt in the development of aviation through the competition of private 
companies, but in the destruction of a rich reservoir of pilots and planes, readily 
transformable into military personnel and craft. The country should realize that 
it is with keen and sympathetic interest that the Armed Forces have cooperated 
in the development of commercial flying. This policy was in accordance with public 
understanding of its value to our economic life and to National Defense. The re- 
lations between the Army and the Navy and the manufacturers have been mutually 
satisfactory ; the former have been prolific in suggestions, the latter entirely willing 
to use their funds and plants to execute them, besides engaging in original experi- 
mentation from which the national interests have benefited. It is being inti- 
mated that personal profit for air officers has resulted from their cooperation with 
manufacturers, an intimation that can be disregarded because only general in char- 
acter, emanating from a disappointed bidder, and not in accord with the Army's 
sense of decency. Likewise, attention is being called to the resignation of air offi- 
cers and their employment by manufacturers and transport companies, and the 
suggestion of corruption is advanced. The fact that private industry naturally 
has turned for assistants to the Air Services has been accepted as recognition of 
the high ability their personnel possesses, and the further fact that the salaries 
offered were commensurate with the importance of the work and far above Army 
or Navy pay constituted an inducement which should not be overlooked. Indeed, 
it was to the interest of National Defense that officers and men should undertake 
private employment. To sum up, the Army and the Navy air forces have no ex- 
cuses to give for the course they have pursued. Rather are they entitled to pride 
themselves upon the fine part they have played in the development of an art, which 
is exercising a profound influence upon civilization. 


IN VIEW OF THE RELIANCE THE EXECUTIVE and the country 
place upon the Army and the Navy, the way in which they instantly turn to them 
in emergency in peace as well as in war, and the effectiveness with which any task 
given them is done, it would seem only just, as well as in self-interest, for the 
President and the Congress to put an end to the hardships which have been im- 
posed in the matter of pay and promotion. Pay relief is promised immediately, 
but it is merely in the form of cancellation of a part of the pay cut and modifica- 
tion of the pay freeze. Of course, both the pay cut and the pay freeze should be 
abolished entirely without further delay. While that would be helpful, the fact 
remains there are fundamental defects in pay and promotion which should be 
remedied. The Services are entitled to revision of the pay schedules in order to 
bring them to a level to which the civilian branches of the government were raised, 
as well as to effect at least an approach to the pay granted in civil life for com- 
parable responsibilities. With respect to promotion, partially satisfactory legisla- 
tion was enacted for the Navy; the Army and the Marine Corps have had no such 
consideration. Congress is aware of the situation in the Services. It knows that 
morale should be improved, and yet because public opinion is not insistent it 
has permitted session after session to pass without supplying the cure. Repre- 
sentative McSwain, Chairman of the House Military Committee, and Representa- 
tive James, the minority leader on the committee, are disetissing this important 
subject, and shortly they will be furnished with a bill drafted by General Mac- 
Arthur which will serve as a basis for action. The matter is receiving also the 
attention of Chairman Vinson of the House Naval Committee and of the minority 
leader, Mr. Britten. It is a pleasing prospect. 


AN INSIDIOUS METHOD OF ATTACKING National Defense is developing 
in Congress. Ostensibly stirred by the Grand Jury proceedings in connection with 
War Department motor contracts and by revelations in connection with air mail 
subsidies and profits derived from airplane contracts, Senator Nye, of North Dakota, 
has introduced a resolution in the Senate calling for an inquiry into the net 
earnings of every firm on business done with the Army and the Navy. There has 
been the usual talk of taking the profits out of war and preparations therefor. 
The Services deplore in common with the country everything approaching graft 
or extravagance. They appreciate, there is a limit to the amount annually available 
for National Defense, and are anxious not to exceed it. Consequently any sug- 
gestion from Congress permitting reduction in expenses not inimical to security 
they will welcome. In the meantime, they are watching with hawk’s eye the 
disbursements required for operation. It would seem that no special investigation 
is required; that the regular departmental auditing committees of the Senate and 
House are available to scan the bills which the Services have paid, and that to 
put private firms to the expense of testifying and throwing open their books is 
a hardship which should not be fmposed upon business now struggling to survive.

BE. A. E.—The pensions laws of the 
United States provide that the widows 
and minor children of personnel of the 
regular military and naval services shall 
receive pension on the death of an off. 
cer or enlisted man of the service who 
dies as a result of a service connected 
or aggravated injury or disease. There. 
fore, if a retired officer or enlisted man 
died after retirement, in order for his 
widow or children to be eligible for pen- 
sion it would have to be shown that the 
death be traced to a disability con- 
tracted while on active duty. Death 
resulting from old age or from causes 
rising after retirement does not give 
rise to pension status. However, pen- 
sions have been established for Spanish 
American war veterans in which it is 
not necessary for the widow to trace 
her husband’s death to his service, the 
pensions being given merely because of 
her husband’s war service. Regular 
Army officers or men who had service in 
this war or in the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion which followed, are eligible.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


National Guard of the United States Policy—The long awaited basic War Depart. 
ment action which will put into actual operation the bill creating the National 
Guard of the United States is expected to be issued within a few days. The order 
te be issued will outline the policies of the Department under the National Guard’s 
new status and will be the basic document upon which new regulations will be 
issued and to which they must conform. 


Issuance of the order has been held up for some time because of moot ques- 
tions which were referred to the Attorney General of the United States. The At- 
torney General’s reply was received this week. 


One of the questions propounded to the authority was whether or not the 
personnel of the State Staffs would be commissioned in the new organization. The 
bill is based upon the units of the National Guard, and the question arosed as to 
whether or not state staffs are actually units within the meaning of the law. The 
Attorney General ruled that they are units and as such their personnel may be 
commissioned in the National Guard of the United States. 


Another question put to the Attorney General concerned the commissioning 
of officers in the National Guard of the United States Reserve. Some held that 
this Reserve was unlimited by law and that as many officers could be commissioned 
in it as the authorities pleased. Others held that inasmuch as the bill is based 
upon units no more could be commissioned in the reserves than could be used under 
the table of organizations provided for war strength. This latter view was sus- 
tained by the Attorney General who held that there must be a place in the War 
strength tables of organizations for each officer to be commissioned in the re- 
serves of the National Guard of the United States. 





Squadron Adopts New Insignia—Navy Patrol Squadron 8-F which is now attached 
to the Fleet Air Base, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii has adopted a new squadron insignia. 
In announcing the change the Bureau of Aeronautics News Letter states: “The 
insignia represents a flying eight ball and derives its significance from the pool 
game of eight ball. In this game one opponent endeavors to pocket balls one to 
seven before the other pockets numbers nine to fifteen, either player to pocket 
the eight-ball, as soon as he has pocketed his alloted group, to win the game. 
If either player should accidently pocket the eight-ball before he has completely 
pocketed his assigned group, the game is lost to him. The insignia, therefore, de- 
picts the squadron as being the last to drop and as a sure cause for defeat ii 
played with, just as is the eight-ball.” 


This squadron previously wore an insignia of King Neptune sitting upon a 
rock in the sea, with a trident in one hand while his other hand shaded his eyes 


as he searched the horizon for a possible enemy.

It is of further interest that Mr. Crosby, who has held a 
commission as Major in the Marine Corps Reserve, is a recognized marksman 
with a pistol, and by reason of the general training he has undergone has a 
familiarity with his subject which has assured the service tone that doubles the 
interest of his work to the Army and the Navy and all friends of their proper 
development. We recommend the book and call attention to its advertisement 
in this issue. 


General Fuller To Retire—Maj. Gen. Ben H. Fuller, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, went on leave this week prior to his retirement, for age on March 1, 1934 
and Maj. Gen. John H. Russell, the assistant commandant, became acting head 
of the Corps. General Fuller intends to remain in Washington the remainder of 
the winter, he states. During the summers he will live at his Virginia estate, Ham- 
ilton, near Leesburg. 


No announcement has been made as yet concerning his successor. It is under- 
stood that Major General Russell has the recommendation of the Navy Department 
for the post and most people anticipate his appointment. There is rumor, however, 
that the President desires a commandant who can serve out the full four year 
term. General Russell will retire for age in November 1936, and would thus have 
but two years and a half to serve. If he is passed up, the President will have to 
go down to the younger brigadier generals. The senior major general is Maj, 
Gen. John T. Myers, but he is believed to be out of the picture as he retires for 
age this year. Brig. Gen. Harry Lee, the senior brigadier, has slightly less time to 
serve than General Russell. Brig. Gen. R. C. Berkeley, Brig. Gen. F. L. Bradman 
and Brig. Gen. J. C. Breckinridge would be in line. 


Army Warrant Appointments—The War Department General Staff is in the process 
of drafting new Army Regulations governing the appointment of warrant officers. 
At the present there are 26 warrant officers in excess of the 600 limit fixed in law 
and it is expected that attrition will reduce the number so that appointments will 
be resumed about next August. No decision has yet been reached as to the method 
of appointment, but it is expected that the present study will be concluded and 
regulations issued within the next month or two. 


While the method of appointment is left to the determination of the War 
Department, the National Defense Act specifies the eligibility requirements. It is 
provided in that Act that appointments shall be made by the Secretary of War 
from among noncommissioned officers of the Army who have at least 10 years’ 
enlisted service, from among enlisted men who served as officers of the Army at 
sometime between April 6, 1917 and Nov. 11, 1918, and whose total service in the 
Army, enlisted and commissioned, amounts to five years, and from among per- 
sons who have served as Army field clerks in the Quartermaster Corps. 


Warrant officers receive $148 a month base pay plus longevity on the same 
basis as enlisted men, 5% for each four years service not to exceed 25%. Of 
course at the present time the above rate is subject to the pay cut and longevity 
increases are withheld. In addition, warrant officers receive the allowances of 
second lieutenants, and their retirement is under the same provisions as specified 
for commissioned officers. They take rank next below a second lieutenant and 
among themselves according to the dates of their respective warrants. 


Charge Control of Aviation Procurement—The War Department has been asked 
to submit to the House Committee on Military Affairs a list of any persons in 
the Air Corps, either commissioned officers or civilian employees, who have 
previously been employed by aviation companies. This action was taken after 
charges had been made before the committee that the procurement of Army 
airplanes was controlled by an “air trust” through “employees of aviation firms in 
the Air Corps.” These charges were made at a hearing of the military committee 
by James V. Martin, who said he was an “aviation pioneer” and an “independent” 
manufacturer of planes. Captain Martin, who has figured in previous investiga- 
tions into aviation, charged that the large aircraft manufacturers “dominated” and 
“influenced” procurement officers of the Air Corps and that the “trust” had agents 
and employees in the Army. He also declared that this “control” was made possible 
by persons in the Air Corps who had served in the Army, then gone to commercial 
aircraft firms and then returned to the service. By this means, Captain Martin 
declared, commercial aircraft companies “steal” 75 per cent of the proceeds of 
their contracts with the Government while independent manufacturers cannot get 
any business. When pressed for names by members of the committee, Martin 
finally agreed to give them to the committee in executive session, following which 
the aviation subcommittee headed by Representative Rogers of New Hampshire 
immediately summoned him for questioning behind closed doors. Members of sub- 
committee declared, after an all day session, that despite repeated attempts to 
pin him down to specific charges, practically nothing had been brought out by 
Captain Martin .“He twisted and turned and evaded every direct question,” said 
one member of the committee afterwards, “I don’t believe he told us a single 
solitary thing that he didn’t state in open session.” Captain Martin was finally 
asked to submit in writing the names of all persons in the Air Corps who have 
gone from the service to commercial companies and then back again or vice versa, 
and it was decided to make a similar request of the War Department. Martin 
may be recalled by the Committee, and the group will investigate his charges fully, 
but it is believed by several members of the group that they will prove baseless. 


Plan 4th C. A. Headquarters Move—Fourth Corps Area Headquarters in Atlanta, 
Ga. are to be moved from Ft. McPherson to the top floor of the old postoffice build- 
ing in downtown Atlanta, according to plans now pending. Decision has been 
reached to make the transfer, but final action is held up pending the approval of 
the Postmaster General. A letter has been written Postmaster General Farley 
asking for the use of space in the building and as yet no answer has been 
received from the Postoffice Department. 
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Carabao “Wallow”

Coast Defenses 
Bditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


It might interest those of your corre- 
spondents who have expressed ideas 
about coast defense, to pause and to try 
to visualize a possible situation (al- 
though a highly improbable situation), 
but a possible strategic situation. 


Suppose that millions have been sunk 
in Army Air Force land based coast de- 
fense airplanes. Suppose that millions 
have been sunk in high angle fire harbor 
and coast defense artillery. The Navy 
having consequently suffered, in that it 
could not get the moneys required to 
keep itse!f modernized to parity, suppose 
that the Navy brings on a fleet action 
say fifty miles off the coast. 


The position is so near that shipping, 
and coast industries and populations are 
paralyzed; and losses are consequently 
running into the millions. (This is the 
penalty for mistaking local coast defense 
for NATIONAL DEFENSE.) 


The hostile fleet will choose weather 
conditions unfavorable for air opera- 
tions, so that the Army Air Force either 
cannot locate the enemy, or if it locates 
ships of war, may be expected to attack 
the first ships it sees, whether they be 
enemy ships or U. S. ships; for they will 
be fying so high that they will not be 
able to distinguish friend from foe, and 
in the nature of the case they have not 
the technical knowledge to discriminate 
between the tactical formations through 
haze, smoke and gun gases. The naval 
command will have worries added, in 
a2 apprehension that he might be at- 
tacked by mistake by Army planes. 
Doubtless he would rather have the 
Army planes remain ashore. 


The distance is so far that no heavy 
coast artillery can participate; conse- 
quently all the money sunk in heavy 
coast artillery will not only be a total 
loss to national defense on the critical 
day, but will have deprived national de- 
fense of ships, planes, men and training. 


In such a critical situation, national 
will have hamstrung itself. It 
will not be as powerful at sea-as it could 
have made itself, because of the waste 
and dispersion of national resources in 
land based weapons that cannot be 
brought into concentration for the fleet 
action. 

National defense will have weakened

Air Corps Training 


War Department this week is- 
sued a revision of certain portions of 
the Air Corps Training letter. One of 
the features of the revision is that it 
makes provision for the use of flying 
cadets in combat crews. The number of 
ground crews to be trained for each 
bombardment squadron is reduced from 
twelve to nine, the number of ground 
crews for each pursuit and attack 
squadron is reduced from 24 to 20, and 
the number of ground crews for each 
observation squadron is reduced from 
13 to nine. 

In extension course work require- 
ments a provision is added that “Air 
Corps officers upon completion of seven 
years commissioned service subsequent 
to June 15, 1934 will be required to pur- 
sue Army Extension Courses series 40, 


™ and 0.” These three courses are 
designed to prepare officers for promo- 
tion to major, lieutenant colonel and 


colonel respectively. 

Under “Ground Training, General In- 
structions,” the following provision car- 
ried in the last program is omitted in 
the revision, “Tentative Infantry Drill 
Regulations (1032) for dismounted drill 
without arms will be followed. Pending 
adoption of standard drill regulations, 
consideration will be given to placing 
non-commissioned officers other than the 
necessary guides and squad leaders, in 
ranks.” 





Colonel Lindbergh's Letter 


The telegram of Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, Air-Res., to President Roosevelt 
urging him to reconsider his action in 
summarilly cancelling all domestic air 
mail contracts and pointing out the in- 
justices of the sweeping action aroused 
endless comment from both sides. One 
ot the President's secretaries, de- 
scribed the action as “publicity” because 
Colonel Lindbergh had given the tele- 
gram to the press before the President 
had a chance to receive it. 

Former Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, 
long an ardent democrat, let it be known 
to the press that he considers that by 
his action Colonel Lindbergh has low- 
ered himself in the estimation of his air 
friends. But the general public reac- 
tion seemed to be otherwise, particularly 
in view of Lindbergh's well known dis- 
taste for publicity.

Stimulation and Conservation of 
Interest in the Medical 
Department Reserve 
by COL. ve R. JAMIESON, 


D-RES. 
(Continued from issue of Jan. 20) 
NLESS the Medical Department 


Reserve Corps is kept within a rea- 
sonable distance of the Procurement ob- 
jective and unless the personne] thereof 
is stimulated into performing sufficient 
work to gain promotion commensurate 
with the officer's age, the purpose of the 
National Defense Act will be defeated. 
As the officers who have had World War 
service retire through death, age or dis- 
ability, there must be a constant stream 
of juniors going upward to fill the 
vacancies. 

Every effort must be made to commis- 
sion suitable personnel in the Medical 
Department Reserve. After this hap- 
pens, it becomes the task of the senior 
officers of the Regular and Reserve 
Corps to see that the patriotic enthus- 
iasm that has occasioned his acceptance 
of a commission is converted into real 
and increasing interest in his medico- 
military career. 

The Financial Situation 

Instead of insisting on the newly 
joined officer outfitting himself with a 
complete uniform, give him information 
as to the minimum requirements for 
summer camp. 

For seven years I have attended camp 
at Ft. Sam Houston, taking with me a 
complete uniform which I have never 
worn. 

The field equipment consists of a hat, 
hat cord, shirt, breeches, puttees, shoes 
or boots, if desired. As soon as exer- 
cises are over for the day, every one 
dons civilian attire. To the youngster 
who comes to me for advice, I give a 
note to the Quartermaster at Ft, Bliss. 
Properly introduced, the officer can pur- 
chase an outfit suitable for camp for 
from $16 to $20, Of course, he has the 
privilege of buying a Stetson instead 
of an issue hat, serge instead of poplin 
shirts, pink breeches instead of Khaki 
and English boots instead of issue shoes 
and puttees. But he can be suitably out- 
fitted at a very moderate cost. 

The Eighth Corps Area memorandum 
inclosed with the blank application 
states explicity what his pay will be 
for the period of training. This informa- 
tion often has a positive effect on mak- 
ing up the young officer’s mind, or what 
is more important, that of his better 
half. Women may not understand mili- 
tary duty, but when it is translated into 
dollars and cents it becomes very plain. 

Training Camp Facilities 

The location of the camp, the time of 
the year it is held and the climatic con- 
ditions often have a great bearing on the 
acceptance or declination of active duty 
training. 

In Ft. Sam Houston, in July and 
August, the weather is often unbearably 
hot in the day time and almost as hot 
at night. To officers from Texas, Okla- 
homa and some parts of Arizona and 
New Mexico who are accustomed to 
heat, the idea of spending a vacation 
in a locality even hotter than their own 
is not seductive. To the officer from 
Colorado, with its delightful climate, the 
change does not appeal. 

At. Ft. Sam Houston, medical depart- 








ment trainees are housed in old war 
time barracks with leaky roofs, broken 
windows and screens, frequently infesteq 
with bedbugs and mosquitoes, and with 
dubious toilet facilities. Surely higher 
authority can provide accommodationg 
for reserve officers on a level with thoge 
furnished to enlisted men. Pe 
discomfort creates dissatisfaction ang 
dissatisfaction kills enthusiasm and jp. 
terest. 

Usually, the year following gradu. 
tion is spent in a hospital as interne, 
Sometimes, this interneship is passeq 
in another Corps Area than that to 
which the officer is assigned, During 
this period he receives two weeks vaca. 
tion which many would gladly spend at 
a training camp. Several young off. 
cers have written to me, asking to be 
sent to camps outside their Corps Area, 
but invariably the reply is that it cap. 
not be done, owing to some ruling about 
the mileage to be paid. Every strand of 
red tape should be cut that will inter. 
fere in such a situation. Often the re 
ceipt of a coldly worded official letter 
will be sufficient to destroy enthusiasm, 
thereby losing to the service a poten. 
tially fine medical department reserve 
officer. 

The Scope of Training 

The course of instruction given year 
after year in the Bighth Corps Area 
camp has been confined to the basic 
course. Admittedly, the newly joined 
officer must start at the bottom, but 
what of the higher grades who can never 
progress if the teaching is limited to the 
basic course? Anyone who has seen 
these officers at camp cannot help but 
be struck with their air of boredom 
during the first week. The second week 
being devoted to tactical exercises, 
awakens their interest. Therefore, why 
not form classes for them in which their 
interest can be maintained for two weeks 
through instruction appropriate to their 
grade? 

The instruction of Medical Depart- 
ment Reserve Officers ought not to be 
a haphazard affair. A well defined pro- 
gram for each grade should be elabo- 
rated, which ought to be continued 
throughout the year. To do this, perma- 
nent schools should be established at 
convenient points. Suggestion is made 
that, in addition to Carlisle Barracks, 
Pa., to which students from the First, 
Second, Third and Fifth Corps Areas 
could be sent, schools be established at 
Ft. Sam Houston for the Fourth and 
Highth, and at Ft. Snelling, Minn,, for 
the Seventh and at Ft. Lewis, Wash, 
for the Ninth Corps Area. These divi- 
sions are not arbitrary but merely sug- 
gested. Colorado might be included in 
the Seventh Corps Area for this plan. 


At once comes the cry that there are 
not enough Regular Army instructors 
available to man these installations. 
Why not make the Medical Reserve self- 
supporting in the matter of instruction? 
Surely there are enough Reserve offi- 
cers with sufficient knowledge of medi- 
cal field tactics to teach the basic and 
intermediate classes, each instructor be 
ing on duty for two weeks yearly. 
each class is graduated, outstanding 
students can be added to the list of 
those competent to teach, so that there 
will be no danger of running out of 
teachers. The development of these in- 
structors should be one of the important 
functions of the Medical Field Service 
School.

The Secretary of Commerce, Daniel C. 
Roper, has announced new policies for 
the Shipping Board Bureau. Acting 
upon recommendations of the Director 
of the Shipping Board Bureau, Henry 
H. Heimann, the Secretary announced 
there would be a general revision of 
credit policies with a view to adjusting 
the real needs of the shipping industry 
to the necessity of protecting public 
funds. 

The Secretary stated that since the 
enactment of the construction loan legis- 
lation, a total of $145,000,000 has beet 
loaned by the Government to mail and 
nonmail contract operatives. Of this 
amount, $126,000,000 is still outstanding. 
Of the $126,000,000 due the Government, 
there is approximately $40,000,000 in 
total representing balances outstanding 
from companies which are in arrears, in- 
cluding amounts presently in arrears. 


In view of the importance of this fiscal 
problem before the Bureau, no new con- 
struction loans will be made as a general 
policy for a period of sixty to ninety 
days. 

The Director of the Bureau, Mr. Heli- 
mann, at the request of the Secretary of 
Commerce, is continuing his study of all 
features of the service. The Regulatory 
Division of the Bureau will be expanded, 
while certain duplications of work in 
other sections of the Bureau will be co- 
ordinated with existing agencies in other 
Bureaus of the Department of Com- 
merce.

Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Feder 
Reserve bank credit outstanding for the 
week ended February 7, as repor 
the Federal Reserve banks, was 
000,000, a decrease of $24,000,000 cop. 
pared with the preceding week and a 
increase of $547,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1933. 

On January 24 total reserve ban 
credit amounted to $2,606,000,000 a de 
crease of $24,000,000 for the week. This 
decrease corresponds with a decrease of 
$157,000,000 in Government deposits with 
the Reserve Banks offset in part by ip 
creases of $25,000,000 in money in cir 
lation, $84,000,000 in member bank re 
serve balances and $13,000,000 in nop 
member deposits and other Federal Re 
serve accounts, and by changes in the 
cash holdings of the Treasury not ae 
counted for by the increase in monetary 
gold stock. 

The monetary gold stock shown below 
as $7,036,000,000 represents the gold 
holdings of the United States Treasury 
valued at $35 an ounce. United States 
gald coin previously reported in circula- 
tion ($287,000,000 on Jan. 31, 1934) has 
been deducted from the figures of mone 
tary gold stock and money in circulation 
for last week and for Feb. 8, 1933. 

Bills discounted declined $4,000,000 at 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
and $10,000,000 at all Federal Reserve 
banks. The System’s holdings of bills 
bought in open market declined $14,000, 
000 and of United States bonds $2,000; 
000, while holdings of United States 
Treasury notes and of Treasury certif- 
cates and bills were practically up 
changed.

and the solution of many will await the 

getual start of operations. While the 

Army and its personnel are eminently 
ftted for the task, in spite of an under- 
arrent of criticism, there will be, un- 
doubtedly, many difficulties to be over- 
come. 

of course the equipment itself was 
pot built with any thought of ever being 
ged for such a purpose as carrying 
mail and will have to be adapted 
through the ingenuity of the personnel. 
In some cases this is easily met. For 
example in the use of pursuit ships, 
which will largely be employed on the 
transcontinental lines, there is the prob- 
lem of additional gasoline capacity in 
order to make long jumps without stop- 
ping for refueling. But the Air Corps 
js prepared for that. Through a devel- 
opment of their own, the Air Corps is 
able, with only two minutes work, to 
remove the bomb racks below the fusel- 
age on this type of ship and replace 
them with “belly tanks” which provide 
space for an additional 60 gallons of 
gasoline. 

Then, too, there is the question of 
radios equipment with which to receive 
weather reports and information from 
the Post Office and commerce Depart- 
ments while in flight. In order to sup- 
ply deficiencies in that respect the Sig- 
nal Corps has been doing yoeman duty 
all week installing equipment on craft 
nt thus supplied. When the Corps 
takes over the job, it is predicted, every 
craft will at least be able to receive 
such messages. Many, however, will not 
have two-way radio equipment, such as 
all airmail planes have. This will not 
hinder the actual carrying of the mail, 
it is said, but will to a certain extent 
hamper the ground work. For ex- 
ample, should a plane be advised by 
radio that the weather is bad ahead the 
pilot will not be able, after making his 
own estimate of the situation, to advise 
the ground officer as to whether he in- 
tends to turn back or keep on trying. 
However, it is said, this is not so se- 
rious, 

As to the fitness of the pilots, while 
there has been some efforts to disparage 
them, their ability to perform should be 
unquestioned because of their thorough 
training not only in technical flying fit- 
ness but in military discipline and esprit 
de corps. The country should know that 
by far the large majority of the air mail 
pilots received their training under army 
fliers at Kelly Field, Tex. 

Probably the greatest disparity be- 
tween the air mail pilots and the Army 
pilots is in the matter of pay. Depart- 
ment of Commerce figures show that the 
average pay of air mail pilots amounts to 
about $520 a month, while it is consid- 
erably more than will be drawn by most 
of the Army pilots who will fly the mail. 
As a matter of fact it is more than the 
hase pay plus longevity (which they do 
hot receive under the economy law) plus 
the additional fifty per cent flying pay 
Which air corps officers receive, of vir- 
tually all second lieutenants, first lieu- 
fenants and Captains and exceeds the 
similar pay of some majors and even 
Some lieutenant colonels. Many of the 
army pilots are second lieutenants re- 
ceiving a total, in pay and allowances, 
of about $211 a month, including their 
extra pay for flying. 

The commercial air lines have been 
sing 428 mail pilots and 204 co-pilots. 
The Army, it is understood, will not use 
anywhere near this number, although 
the number it will use is not definitely 
known because reports from the Zone 
officers are not yet completely in. It is 
also interesting to note that the average 
age of the commercial mail pilots is 32 
years, while many of the Army pilots 
are veterans of the war. 

Of course the operation of the air mail 
will virtually bring to a halt all of the 
military training of the army pilots. 
This will be a serious handicap in their 
military program and will not be com- 
Pensated for by the additional flying 
time they will acquire flying the mail, 
where pilots average 900 hours in the 
a Per year, as against about 200 in 

army. 

For the functioning of the Air mail 





under the Army it will be necessary for 
officers and enlisted men, detailed to 
that duty to live away from their reg- 
ular posts and quarters for considerable 


periods, In order to clarify their pay 
status an executive order is being 
drafted providing that they will be 


placed on a “detached service” status 
during such duties. This status permits 
the officers to draw $5.00 per day, the 
Same as when traveling. The executive 
order is also being drafted to provide 
specifically that the officers and men 
maintain their military status while fly- 
ing the mail and cannot be considered 
as on a civilian status. 

A peculiar quirk of the new duties of 
the Air Corps is that those flying the 
mail will probably have to carry pistols, 
as required by Postal regulations for 
all who carry the mails. In their mili- 


tary capacity they do not carry these 
small arms, 

The entire problem will be an Air 
Corps problem and virtually no other 


service personnel will enter into it, with 
the possible exception that a few flight 
surgeons may be stationed at some of 
the control points. 

In connection with personnel General 
Foulois held a number of conferences 
with executives of the Air Line Pilots 
Association in connection with the pos- 
sibility of utilizing the pilots of the 
commercial companies whose contracts 
were annuled. However, it is not con- 
sidered likely that this will be necessary 
inasmuch as the commercial lines seem 
inclined to retain their pilots for their 
passenger and express work. 

Major Jones, commanding the Eastern 
Zone has perfected some of his arrange- 


ments. Four Army Air Corps organiza- 
tions will operate over those routes, 


namely, the 33rd, 35th, 36th and 37th 
Pursuit Squadrons. 

The air mail route to be operated by 
the 38rd Squadron, under command of 
Ist Lt. George T. Schulgen, AC, com- 
prising 48 officers and 57 enlisted men, 
will be from Newark, New Jersey, to 
Chicago, Illinois, via Cleveland. The 
officer personnel of this squadron come 
from Seifridge Field, Michigan: Langley 
Field, Virginia, and Mitchel Field, New 
York. They gathered at Mitchel Field 
yesterday and from there proceeded to 
the control points over which they will 
fly. being scheduled to arrive there at 
noon today. The Headquarters of the 
Squadron is at Newark, New Jersey, at 
which 28 enlisted men will be stationed. 
Of the remaining 29 enlisted men, 20 
will be stationed at Cleveland and 9 at 
Toledo, Ohio. 

The air mail route to be operated by 
the 35th Squadron, commanded by Capt. 
Alfred EF. Waller, AC, is of a trian- 
gular character, viz: Chicago, Illinois, 
via Nashville, Tennessee, and Atlanta, 
Georgia, to Jacksonville, Florida, and 
from Richmond, Virginia, via Charlotte, 
North Carolina, to Atlanta, which city 
will be the Headquarters of the organ- 
ization. Southbound mail from Newark, 
to be transported by the 37th Squadron, 
will be picked up at Richmond by the 
35th Squadron, and conversely, north- 
bound mail transported by the 35th will 
he picked up at Richmond by the 37th 
Squadron. The 36 officers comprising 
the 35th Squadron, coming from Self- 
ridge, Langley and Mitchel Fields, gath- 
ered at Langley Field yesterday and 
from there proceeded to the various 
control points of the routes over which 
they will operate, being due to arrive 
there today. The 59 enlisted men at- 
tached to the squadron will be stationed, 
as follows: 30 at Headquarters (At- 
lanta): 13 at the control point at Nash- 
ville, Tennessee; three each at Chicago, 
Illinois; Terre Haute, Indiana; Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and Charlotte, North 
Carolina, and four at Jacksonvilie, Flor- 
ida. 

The 36th Squadron, under 2nd Lt.

Navy was “on the way.” It was stated 
informally at that time by naval officers 
that the inerease would be about 1,500 
Line officers, raising the authorized 
strength of the Line from 5,499 to 7,000. 

Whether the bill to accomplish this 
increase will preserve the present ratios 
of officers in the various grades is not 
known. It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that the annual report of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation for the 
past fiscal year, published last Decem- 
ber, contained a comparison of the offi- 
cer strengths of the navies of the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, in 
which it was shown that the latter two 
navies have a larger number of officers 
in the grades of rear admiral, captain 
and commander, while the United States 
has more officers in the lower grades. 

One proposal which was considerably 
discussed in preparation of the new pro- 
motion bill, was to make all non-Naval 
Academy graduates extra numbers in 
grade. This idea has been dropped, it 
being felt that such a distinction should 
not be made, all officers being placed on 
the same plane. 





5ist C.A. (TD) Wins Trophy 


In carrying cut the purposes of the

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casaeiee To Study USNA 


Taking cognizance of recent, criticisms 
of the educational curriculum of the Na- 
val Academy, President Roosevelt has 
appointed seven leading educators of the 
country upon the Board of Visitors to 
the Academy, to study and report upon 
the standing. of the institution. 

As announced by the Navy Depart- 
ment this week the Board consists of 
the presidents of six leading universities 
and the dean of another, together with 
the usual members of Congress. It will 
meet at Annapolis April 23. 

Each year, a group of Senators, Rep- 
resentatives and leading citizens are de- 
signated to make up the Board of Visi- 
tors. They go to Annapolis, spend sey- 
eral days looking over and considering 
the Academy, and then submit a report 
to the President, which is printed and 
transmitted to Congress. The Senators 
on the Board are designated by the Vice 
President, the Representatives by the 
Speaker of the House, while the Presi- 
dent names the other members. In the 
past, it has been the custom for the 
Chief Executive to name a cosmopolitan 
group, including usually an educator or 
two, 

While no comment was made by the 
Navy Department regarding the mem- 
bership of the Board, it is understood 
that the President decided upon its 
make-up in view of the criticism of the 
Academy by Admiral William 8S. Sims,

tional subjects.
